DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
None of the cited prior art of record teaches or suggests that a method of selectively 

rejecting an incoming call to a mobile phone, the mobile phone in communication with a first 
calling station via the remote transceiver, determining at the mobile phone if the incoming call is 
to be rejected and transmitting from the mobile phone a rejection message to the remote 
transceiver, the rejection message comprising at least one information element indicating to the 
remote transceiver that the incoming call is to be rejected and the remote transceiver is to 
immediately release the incoming call on the communication channel between the mobile phone 
and the remote transceiver, as recited in claims 1-15.
